TEAM NOTES AGAINST CHICAGO 

• Saturday’s match will be the 45th regular-season meeting between the two teams 
and the 64th meeting overall, including MLS Cup Playoffs, U.S. Open Cup and 
SuperLiga meetings 

• Chicago leads the all-time, regular-season series between the two teams, 19-16-9 
... in all meetings including outside competitions, Chicago holds a 29-24-10 edge in 
the series 

• The Revs are 11 -8-3 in home games against the Chicago Fire, including a 9-7-2 
mark at Gillette Stadium since its opening in 2002 

• The Revs won the 2012 season series, 2-1-0 ... the Revs won both games at Gil¬ 
lette Stadium: 2-0 on June 2 and 1-0 on Oct. 20 ... the Revs’ 2-0 victory on June 2 
snapped the team’s 10-game, regular-season winless streak (0-7-3) against Chicago 
that dated back to October 6, 2007 

• The Revs are a combined 5-10-4 in all competitions against the Fire since the start 
of the 2008 season ... that record includes 13 regular-season games, four playoff 
matches and two SuperLiga games 

• The Revs and Fire have met in seven postseasons (2002, 2003, 2005, 2006, 2007, 
2008, 2009)... in total, the teams have met in the playoffs in eight seasons, all since 
2000 

PLAYER NOTES AGAINST CHICAGO 

• Despite playing in Europe between 2008 and 2012, Andy Dorman is the Revs’ active 
leading scorer against Chicago with two goals and two assists in 14 games against 
the Fire ... all of his points came in 2006 

• Kelyn Rowe has recorded one goal and three assists against Chicago in four meet¬ 
ings 

• Ryan Guy has two goals in four appearances against the Fire ... Guy recorded two 
stoppage-time goals at Chicago on Sept. 25, 2011 

• Jerry Bengtson and Juan Agudelo are the only other current members of the Revo¬ 
lution who have scored a goal against the Fire ... Bengtson had the game-winner in 
the season-opener on March 9 at Toyota Park ... Agudelo scored against the Fire as 
a member of Chivas USA earlier this season 

• Diego Fagundez recorded his first career assist on Ryan Guy’s second goal against 
Chicago on Sept. 25, 2011 

• Matt Reis is the Revolution’s all-time wins leader against the Fire with 12, and has 
posted a 1.41 goals against average with seven shutouts ... Reis also has three 
career postseason shutouts in seven appearances against Chicago 

• Bobby Shuttleworth is 1-0-0 against Chicaqo, posting a one-save shutout against the 
Fire on Oct. 20, 2012 

LAST MEETING: New England 1, Chicago 0 
March 9,2013 - Toyota Park (Bridgeview, III.) 

BRIDGEVIEW, III. - The Revolution got its 2013 season off to a winning start with a 
1-0 victory over the Fire at Toyota Park. Jerry Bengtson scored the game’s only goal in 
the 62nd minute, finishing from close range after Kelyn Rowe and Juan Toja combined 
to create the chance. Revolution goalkeeper Matt Reis made four saves - including a 
spectacular sprawling stop late in the first half - to register the clean sheet. It was the 
Revolution’s (1-0-0, 3 pts.) first season-opening win since 2009, while it was the club’s first 
regular-season win in Chicago since July 8, 2006.

NEW ENGLAND REVOLUTION VS. CHICAGO FIRE 


TEAM NOTES 


CHARLIE DAVIES JOINS REVS 

The Revs added veteran Charlie Davies to its roster last Friday on loan from Randers FC 
(Denmark)... the Manchester, N.H.-bred Boston College product joined the club for his first 
training session on Tuesday, Aug. 13 ... Davies comes to the Revs on loan with a purchase 
option from Denmark's Randers FC after the Revs traded their final natural selection in the 
2014 MLS SuperDraft to D.C. United to obtain him ... Davies last played in MLS in 2011, scor¬ 
ing 11 goals in 26 appearances for D.C. United. 

ALSTON MAKES FIRST START IN MORE THAN FOUR MONTHS 

Despite a disappointing result at Kansas City last Saturday, the return of Kevin Alston to the 
starting lineup was certainly an encouraging sign for the Revs ... Alston, who made his last 
start against FC Dallas on March 30, played 57 minutes in the team’s 3-0 loss ... Alston made 
his first appearance since being diagnosed with chronic myelogenous leukemia (CML) at 
D.C. United on July 27 as a late second-half substitute and helped preserve a 2-1 win, but 
Saturday's match against Sporting was his first start since his return. 

BIG TEST AS FIRE COME TO GILLETTE 

The Revs return home on Saturday to host one of the hottest team in MLS in the Chicago Fire 
(9-9-4, 31 pts.)... the Fire, currently riding a four-game unbeaten streak (3-0-1), jumped past 
the Revs in the Eastern Conference standings with a win over Montreal last Saturday coupled 
with the Revs' loss at Kansas City ... the Fire currently sit in sixth place in the East with 31 
points with the Revs just one point behind in seventh ... Saturday marks the second of three 
meetings between the two clubs ... the Revs earned three road points in their season opener 
on March 9 at Toyota Park as Jerry Bengtson headed home the game’s only goal. 

AVOIDING THE RUT 

Last Saturday’s loss to Sporting Kansas City marked just the second time this season the 
Revs have lost consecutive games ... the Revs fell at home to Houston on July 13 and then 
at Colorado on July 17 last month before earning a 2-0 win at Columbus on July 20 and again 
at D.C. United on July 27 ... the Revs have now gone 2-4-0 since the midpoint of the regular 
season. 

DEFENSE STILL RANKS HIGH 

Once again, entering Week 25 of the MLS season, the Revs' defense is still one of the 
league’s best... through 23 games, the Revs have allowed 23 goals (third fewest) and are 
tied for second in goals against average (1.00)... Revs goalkeepers (Bobby Shuttleworth - 21 
games played, Matt Reis - 2 games played) have also recorded a league-high 11 shutouts 
and are tied for fifth in save percentage (71.1)... last Saturday's loss against Kansas City also 
marked just the 6th game - in 23 total - that the Revs have allowed two or more goals this 
season. 

IN NEED OF SOME HOME COOKING 

With back-to-back home games on tap for the Revs, earning points at home is a must for the 
Revs as the season begins to wind down ... the team has posted just a 4-4-3 record at home 
(15 out of 19 in MLS)... the Revs’ last win at home came against San Jose on July 6 ... the 
Fire have struggled away from Toyota Park, posting just a 2-5-3 record on the road, the 11th 
best mark out of 19 in MLS. 

DIGGING THEMSELVES A HOLE 

The Revs allowed the first goal for the third consecutive game on Saturday against Kansas 
City ...The Revs have allowed the first goal in a game eight times this season, most recently 
against Kansas City, and the Revs are 1-6-1 in one those meetings ... the lone victory after 
surrendering the first goal came at D.C. on July 27, a 2-1 win at RFK Stadium ... conversely, 
the Revs are 7-3-1 record when scoring the first goal. 

EASTERN CONFERENCE PLAYOFF PICTURE 

The top five teams currently in a playoff spot in the Eastern Conference are all separated by 
just six points ... Sporting Kansas City currently holds the top spot with 39 points (11-7-6), 
while Houston holds down the fifth spot with 33 points (9-7-6)... the Chicago Fire are just two 
points out of the playoffs and sit in sixth place with 31 points (9-9-4), while the Revs are in the 
seventh position with 30 points (8-8-6). 

DOWN THE STRETCH THEY COME 

The Revs have 11 regular-season games remaining, all against Eastern Conference op¬ 
ponents ... the Revs play Chicago, Montreal and Columbus twice and have single games 
remaining with Sporting Kansas City, Philadelphia, Toronto, Houston, D.C. United and New 
York ... the nine remaining opponents have a combined winning percentage of .479. 


YOUNG GUNS RUNNING THE SHOW 

Among the Revs’ usual starting players, a total of six players are 23 years old or younger: Di¬ 
ego Fagundez (18), Juan Agudelo (20), Andrew Farrell (21), Kelyn Rowe (21), Scott Caldwell 
(22) and Dimitry Imbongo (23)... generally, the team's oldest player on the field is either Chad 
Barrett (28), Juan Toja (28) or captain Jose Goncalves (27) depending on the exact lineup ... 
the team has no regular player over the age of 28. 

AGUDELO GETTING CLOSE TO RETURN 

Juan Agudelo is listed as QUESTIONABLE for this week’s games with a right knee sprain, 
and is considered week-to-week with the injury... he returned to full training last week and 
said to media last Tuesday before the Kansas City match, “The knee feels good, well see how 
this week goes”... Agudelo suffered the injury late in a match against D.C. United (June 26) 
in the quarterfinals of the U.S. Open Cup and has missed the last eight matches ... Agudelo 
appeared in five games since joining the Revs on May 7 before the injury... the New York Red 
Bulls Academy product has scored five goals on the season (three with the Revs) and recorded 
one assist (with Chivas USA). 

SHUTTLEWORTH CLOSING IN ON SHUTOUT RECORD 

With one more shutout this season, Bobby Shuttleworth will tie Matt Reis for the most shutouts 
by a Revs goalkeeper in a season ... Reis posted 10 shutouts three different seasons: 2005, 
2006 and 2007 ... Tony Meola holds the MLS single-season record for shutouts when he 
posted 16 with Kansas City in 2005 ... Shuttleworth has been one of the top keepers in MLS 
this season, posting a league-high nine shutouts, a 1.00 goals against average (tied for fourth), 
and a 73.7 save percentage (tied for fourth). 

SHUTTLEWORTH STEADILY PROGRESSING 

Bobby Shuttleworth played in his 21st game this season against Sporting Kansas City last 
weekend, a total that surpasses the number of games he played in his career entering this 
season ... entering the 2013 season, Shuttleworth had played in just 20 games through his first 
four seasons with the Revs ... Shuttleworth did not make a first-team appearance in 2009 (his 
first year with the club)... the Buffalo, N.Y., native made six appearances (five starts) in 2010 
and made seven starts in both 2011 and 2012. 

FAGUNDEZ FINDING THE NET 

Diego Fagundez scored his team-leading seventh goal of the season against D.C. United on 
July 27 ... with seven goals, Fagundez is tied for 10th in MLS on the league's goal-scoring 
chart this year... of the midfielder's seven goals, four of them have been game-winners and 
he is tied for third in MLS in that category ... he is also the top scoring Homegrown player (7G, 
4A) this year in all of MLS this season. 

GONCALVES STEPS TO CENTER BACK FOREFRONT 

The Revs’ defense has been rock solid since newcomer Jose Goncalves arrived via Switzer¬ 
land's Sion SC this off-season ... the 27-year-old Portuguese center back has anchored one of 
MLS top defenses, and is the only Revs player to play every minute of every game this season 
... Goncalves has been the team’s vocal leader - and club captain - all while helping integrating 
nine different defenders into the Revs’ four-man lineup through 23 games. 

IRONMAN ALERT 

Through week 24 of the 2013 MLS season, Jose Goncalves stands as one of just four field 
players who has played every minute for his team this year... Amobi Okugo (Philadelphia) 
leads all field players with 2,160 minutes played in 24 games ... Goncalves has played 2,070 
minutes in 23 games, while Jalil Anibaba and Austin Berry (both of Chicago) have both played 
1,980 minutes in 22 games apiece. 

FAGUNDEZ CRACKS CASTROL INDEX TOP-10 

Diego Fagundez is currently ranked seventh on the full-season Castrol Index Chart - the offi¬ 
cial performance index of MLS - with a score of 772 ... the Castrol Index tracks every move on 
the field and assesses whether it has a positive or negative impact on a team's ability to score 
or concede a goal... the key factor for earning points include zone on the pitch the action 
takes place ... the index is calculated on a per 90 minute score, measuring the quality of each 
player performance rather than the number of games played ... Portland’s Donovan Ricketts is 
currently ranked first on the index (927). 

OTHERS MAKE INDEX TOP 50 

Two other Revolution players - Jose Goncalves and Stephen McCarthy - are also among the 
top 50 players ranked in the overall Catrol Index... Goncalves is ranked 33rd with 611 points, 
while McCarthy is ranked 39th with 598 points ... Bobby Shuttleworth is ranked 52nd overall 
with 572 points, and is the sixth-ranked goalkeeper in the index ... Saer Sene (ranked 55th 
with 568 points) rounds out Revolution players ranked in the top-100. 
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ROWE RACKING UP ASSISTS 

Kelyn Rowe recorded his sixth assist of the season in the Revs’ 2-0 win over San Jose on July 
6 ... the second-year midfielder's sixth assist established a new single-season best after he 
recorded five assists as a rookie in 2012 ... Rowe’s six assists are the fifth most in MLS and 
he is tied for ninth in assists in the league. 

FAGUNDEZ LIKES IT HOT 

As the summer has heated up, so has Diego Fagundez ... the 18-year old has recorded a 
goal, an assist or both in eight of the team's last 14 MLS matches, dating back to May 11 ... 
he scored single goals against New York (May 11), Houston (May 18) and Toronto (May 25), 
before scoring one goal and adding two assists against LA (June 2)... after the team was shut 
out in a 0-0 draw against D.C. (May 8), Fagundez packed back up against Vancouver (June 
15), recording an assist before picking his second in as many games at Chivas USA (June 29) 
... the 18-year old found then himself back on the score sheet with a goal at Columbus (July 
20) and another game-winning goal at D.C. (July 27)... in that span, Fagundez has scored six 
of his seven goals and recorded all four of his assists. 

TWO WAY PLAYER 

Lee Nguyen is one of only two players in MLS to rank in the top 10 in both fouls suffered and 
fouls committed, joining LA's Marcelo Sarvas ... Nguyen is eighth in fouls suffered (46), while 
ranking fifth in fouls committed (47)... Sarvas is MLS' top fouler, committing a league-high 63, 
but is ranked seventh in fouls suffered with 46. 

ACADEMY SYSTEM PAYING OFF FOR THE REVS 

Two regular Revs starters are products of the team's own MLS youth academy program, and 
Homegrown players in general have been a tremendous boost to the club this year... the 
Revs' products include Diego Fagundez, (20 games, 1452 minutes, team-leading seven goals, 
four assists) and Scott Caldwell (18 games, 1309 minutes, one assist), who were signed from 
the Revolution Academy ... Juan Agudelo (acquired via trade from Chivas USA) is a product of 
the New York Red Bull’s Academy and has played 11 games overall, 780 minutes, five goals 
and one assist this season ... Agudelo was a regular starter before injuring his knee against 
D.C. United on June 26 the U.S. Open Cup quarterfinal, although he is nearing a return to the 
field ... Fagundez (18 years old) and Agudelo (20 years old) have combined to score 10 of the 
team’s 27 goals this year, while Fagundez and Caldwell (22 years old) have combined for five 
of the team’s 26 assists. 

REVS’ HOMEGROWNS PROVIDING LEAGUE’S BEST BANG 

The Revs’ own Homegrown duo of Diego Fagundez and Scott Caldwell has been this year's 
top-producing Homegrown products of any team’s own currenly-rostered Homegrown players 
... the pair’s combined total of 30 starts, 2,761 minutes played and seven goals are the top 
totals among all teams' Homegrowns ... additionally, the Revs are second in games played 
(38, to LA's 42 split between four players), and second in assists (6, to Vancouver's 8 among 
three players). 

CALDWELL COMES THROUGH 

Scott Caldwell, the team’s second-ever Homegrown signing, has made a strong impression in 
his rookie season ... the Braintree, Mass., product has made 18 appearances - including 13 
starts - seeing all of his time in the central midfield ... Caldwell has started in the midfield in 
nine of the last 11 matches for the Revs ... Caldwell, who graduated from Akron in December 
after a stellar four-year career with the Zips, is among three Revs rookies who have seen 
time this year, including defender Andrew Farrell (21GP/21GS, one assist at right back) and 
midfielder Donnie Smith (1GP/1GS at left midfield). 

MATT REIS IS MR. CLEAN (SHEET) 

Veteran goalkeeper Matt Reis has posted shutouts in both of his MLS outings in 2013 ... in the 
season opener at Chicago (March 9), Reis made four saves in the shutout... after missing the 
second game of the year against Philadelphia with knee inflammation, Reis made four saves 
against Sporting KC (March 23) for his second shutout in as many tries ... going back to 2012, 
Reis has posted shutouts in four of his last five appearances: Sept. 1,2012 (0-0 vs. Philadel¬ 
phia Union), Sept. 5, 2012 (2-0 vs. Columbus), March 9, 2013 (1-0 at Chicago) and March 23, 
2013 (0-0 vs. Sporting KC)... overall, Reis has 72 career shutouts (63 with the Revs) to rank 
fourth all-time in MLS history. 

EARNING TENURE 

Matt Reis, who is playing in his 11th season with the Revolution, is the club’s longest-tenured 
player ever... the other players who had long careers with the Revs fall short of Reis' current 
tenure: Shalrie Joseph (9.5 seasons - began with Revs in 2003, traded to Chivas USA in 
August 2012) and Jay Heaps (9.5 - traded to Revs in June 2001, retired at the end of 2009) 

... Reis has made 244 appearances, going 87-88-69 and earning 63 shutouts while posting a 
1.33 goals against average. 


“HOMETOWN” FEEL ON THE ROSTER 

Four players on the Revs’ roster are New England natives, giving the team a true hometown 
feel... Scott Caldwell (Braintree, Mass.), Charlie Davies (Manchester, N.H.), Diego Fagundez 
(Leominster, Mass.), Chris Tierney (Wellesley, Mass.) are all New England products, grow¬ 
ing up in the Bay State or the Granite State ... both Caldwell and Fagundez played for the 
Revolution Academy and are Homegrown players ... Caldwell was the youth teams’ first-ever 
captain and just completed his stellar four-year career at Akron.

The Revs’ standout goalkeeper has been widely considered one of the league’s top ‘keepers 
for much of the last decade ... the 2012 season was his ninth season as the team's primary
